Mr.  Charles  Morris  lias  been  for  many  years  an  ardent 
collector,  and  the  dispersal  of  his  fifty  years  of  work  in  the 
field  of  Numismatics  will  prove  an  opportunity  to  collectors 
to  add  to  their  collections.  This  catalogue  describes 
Part  I of  his  collection,  the  balance  to  be  sold  later 
will  chiefly  consist  of  his  unapproachable  collection  of 
Canadian  coins,  tokens  and  medals.  Careful  perusal  of 
the  following  pages  will  disclose  many  desirable  pieces, 
notably  the  Sommer  Islands;  N. E.  and  PineTree  shillings; 
the  two  Higliley  coppers;  New  Yorke  token;  Standish 
Barry  three  pence;  Bechtler  gold  coins;  Philadelphia  shil- 
ling; splendid  set  of  rare  half  cents;  great  silver  medal 
given  to  Indian  chief  by  George  Washington,  etc.
